New Health Plan 


Is Proposed For 
People Of Province 


The Province of Alberta has ben 
crefiited by a world renowned medical 
economist as the most advanced area 
in North America, and one.of the most 
advanced in the world, in plans for .:e 
ideal in care of the health of its citizers 
Speaking to the recent 45th annual coa 
vention of the Alberta Division of the 
Canadian Medical Association Dr, T. 
Cc. Routley of Toronto, General Sec- 
metary of the C.M.A. ang Canadian 
member of the World Health Organizu- 
tion stated his pleasant surprise at 
realizing how far this province has gone 
in this regard. 

His sentiments were also held by Dr. 
Norman Gosse of Halifax, President >f 
the Canadian Medical Association. He 
stated that Alberta is showing the Wal 
to its older sister provinces. 

It was revealed that the Provincial 
Government in its social security pro- 
gram is very interested in providing 
adequate medical care for all citizens. 
It has leq the way in providing free 
care for pensioners as well as for pa- 
tients suffering from cancer, tubercu- 
losis and rheumatic diseases. Now the 
time has come to further extend ,theac 
services to include all diseases and the 
provincial body together with lay and 
medical advisors will attempt to in 
stitute a practical plan. 

The plan under consideration at pie- 
sent would call for a payment by the 
individual at the rate of about $14.00 
per year per family. The governm: t 
would pay an additional sum of abvut 
$28.00 per year. The balance required

How many of you have listened to 
the daily road report when the man 
blithely says “Highway 14 to Wain- 
wright ok. all the way” and wondered 
just who they think they're kidding. 
Dither they have a broader meaning for 
okay than we have or those roads that 
they call rough must really be terrific. 


We have just had the misfortune of 
having to drive over this so-called 
highway once again, which prompts 
once more Wasting this column on the 
subject. You would think that driving 
on Wainwright's streets would put a 
fellaw in good shape for any sort of 
bumpings and 
bangings are strictly elementary com- 
pared with the obstacle course refer- 
red to above. ° 


To give credit where credit is due, 
the east end of the highway is as good 
as @ gravelled road can be expected o 
be. But when you reach Kinsella you 
enter the Stretch—so-called beacuse It 
seems to get longer each ‘time you drive 
it. From Kinsella to Bruce you get the 
preliminary warm-up—just enough 
pitches and rolls ang pot-holes to give 
the car a fair test and jar loose any 
odd springs, bolts and wheels that are 
not quite up to par. 

Then comes the real treatment. If 
you afe not easily ruffled you. may 
even get to the end of this warm-up 
period in reasonably good shape—more 
unstable individuals may even flase 
out during this reasonably mild exper: 
lence. However the next thirty miles 
is designeqd to make the most stalwart 
driver into a dust-begrimed maniac 
calling down mighty curses on the gov 
ernment and all its agencies. During 
that Stretch as you crash and clatter 
along trying all speeds from zero to the 


‘top to see whether you can’t esmoothe 


it out a little, you may have such fien- 
dish ideas as. striking out across the 
prairie or trying the near-by railway 
tracks where the ties look most inv!t- 
ing. However there is no escape until 
you reach Tofield when, with a sigh of 
relief you steer what is left of your car 
north over a country. road to the black- 
tof of Number 16. 

People driving the road in the even- 
ing when the air is heavy are blinde4’ 
and almost suffocated by a pall of dust 
—this on approaching the much pub- 
licized oil capital of Canada. Cars not 
being equipped with radar and other 
navigational aids, you just have to 
drive by the seat of your ants, (if you'll 
pardon the expression) and hope the 
road goes where you think it does. 

A year ago your Chamber of Com- 
merce complained to the Highway De- 
partment about this state of affairs 
and ‘had its knuckles smartly rapped 


l'for doing so--the Department appar- 


ently gets its reports from the man on 
the radio. This year however they must 
have driven the road for they promise 
it will be given consideration in next 
year’s estimates. So between now and 
next year we must be sure to keep the 
pot boiling and to keep our Member 
and the other Boards of Trade along 
the way interested so that we won't be 
forgotten again. 

In the meantime we're going to thank 
the local maintainer operators for the 
way they keep the Kinsella to Chauvia 
stretch and hope that one of them some 
times will tell the boys west of them 
to run their maintainers with the 
blade down once in a while for 
change. And when duty calls in mica 
ton once again we'll either try the 
C.N.R,. or let Dick on the bus do the 
worrying. There’s a man you have to 
admire—he does that day after day and 
was still sane the last time we saw 
him. There must be an easier way to 
make a living!

WHAT ABOUT OUR HISTORY 


' While we have to hand a few manuscrips dealing with 
the history of the district, very little has so far been accomplish- 
- ed in the matter of recording the doing of the early days of this 


country of ours.. The truth of the matter is that those days, 


which will quickly pass from memory of not properly recorded, 


were the unfolding of one of the true pioneering eras. The . 


.men and women who left the comfort of their homes in a dozen 
countries and came to this district to till untilled sod, to open 
trails where none existed, to build their homes and their com- 
munities, to gamble their all in an untried land, were possess- 
ed of a spirit which added spice to their adventures. With no 
schools, no facilities of any kind, no doctors or hospitals, these 
pioneer citizens, many of whom are living today, were a cour- 
ageous and enterprising lot, and we of the younger generation 
build in comfort where they laid the foundations, 


But back to the history. As the years roll on the pioneers, - 


in increasing numbers leave us, and the memories and lips be- 
come sealed. Soon we will have to let our imaginations carry 


on where memory ceases, unless memory is recorded in perma-- 


nent form. Just how the data is to be accumulated, or recorded 
is a problem which is very difficult for any one person to solve. 
The Chauvin Old Timer’s Association has made a step in re- 
cording history details as related by the old times, but how far 
they have progressed at the moment we do not know. So far 
we understand that no steps of a general nature have been 
taken at Edgerton, and nothing has been accomplished at Wain- 
wright in this line. : 


Your Editor, if he had the time, would like to do this work. 


However, the area to be covered is great, and it will require 


more hands if these details are to be recorded in time. 


Might we suggest that a historical society be formed in the 
area, which could devote their attentions to the recording of 
historical notes, and the accumulation of historical material for 
the purpose of establishing some kind of museum? Or could 
some organization now extant take over this work?

AGAINST PROTEIN GRADING 


The following is an Editorial from the Edmonton Journal. 
We would appreciate comments on this matter from our farmer 
friends. “The call for protein grading of wheat has been revived 
in Saskatchewan as a result of the disappointment among pro- 
ducers over the low grades and price spreads on their frost- 
damaged crop. Whatever growers on the southern prairie 
might stand to gain by any such move, northern farmers would 
lose, 


_. “The proposal has been made before, and rejected. Gen- 
erally, when the problem came under survey, it was noted 
that the addition of protein rating would not help Canada sell 
her fine bread wheats in world markets where Canadian grade 
certificates have established a high standing and are well re- 
garded. In the matter of handling at elevators, the physical 
problem of providing additional binning was, considered a 
serious obstable. However,further study of the question has 
been asked of the Board of Grain Commissioners by the asso- 
ciate committee on grain research. It is doubtless receiving 
further consideration. 


“It was discussed informally in Edmonton at a hearing by 
-the board on the degrading of Red Bobs wheat. So far as can 
be ascertained, the proponents of protein grading did not recom- 
mend the atteching of a protein certificate to any wheat other 
than top milling grades. Cereal authorities have held that in 
the case of wheat below contract grades, that is for wheat’ now 


falling into present grades No. 5, No. 6 and feed, existing grade . 


certificates would provide a better milling appraisal. 

“In other words, the marketability of low grade wheat 
would be little, if any, helped by altering the grading system 
which has stood the test of years. It is the task of the Canadian 
Wheat Board to search out buyers for a crop predominantly 
low grade, without requiring too great a discount below first 


quality. A sudden change in grading would only add to its dif- - 


ficulties. Furthermore, only an act of parliament can alter 
grades.” .

What happened, as has happened so 
often before, is that labor leaders, 
with their salaries, felt the need to 
justify themselves, and were able to 
gather about them a sufficient number 
of highly vocal workers of their own 
mind. Remember again that we are not 
arguing the merits of either side of 
the case. We are arguing the broader 
aspect that these more vocal spirits 
had the power to intimidate the more 
quiet and satisfied workers by assum- 
ing that any variance of opinion repre- 
sented disloyalty. A unanimity of this 
sort, based, not on a belief in the right- 
eousness of a Cause, but on the fear of 
a challenge of disloyalty, cannot bring 
lasting benefits. When those who. dis- 
agree permit the impression that there 
is 100 percent agreement, they put all 


and aggressive few. When this occurs 
it gives the public some cause to won- 
der whether such an admirable idea as 
collective bargaining may not degen- 
erate into a threat of collective bully 


One of the most momentous sessions 
in the history of, parliament concluded 
this week after sitting for only 18 days. 

A number of “firsts” in parliament- 
ary history went almost unnoticed as 
the session pounded through three sit - 
tings a day, six Gays a week, to meet a 
series of national anq international 
crises which were unprecedented in 
themselves. 

And because of the powder-keg in 
ternational situation, the session “con- 
cluded” in a temporary way. It ad~- 
journed, so that it can be recalled hast- 
ily if necessary to meet whatever sit- 
uation may develop. Technically, it ad- 
journed until Feb. 14. But if anything 
happens that requires it to be brought 


back, it can be convened readily, any 


time in the interim. 

Shoulg it not be necessary to recall 
parliament, the session would recon- 
vene Feb. 14, adjourn, and open a new 
session—the fourth of Canada’s 2ist 
parliament—the following day or so. 

This fluid state of parliament is the 
only one which could meet the situa- 
tions necessarily left unsettled at the 
whirlwind séssion. 

In that session, which Prime Minister 
St. Laurent has promised to recall if 
the “public interest’’ warrants it, par- 
liament accomplished these things: 
Unprecedented. Moves 

1, It passed a bill ending the railway 
strike and providing for compulsory 
arbitration if the two sides cannot 
come to agreement within a specified 
period. This period was set at 30 days, 
but a 15-day extension has been grant- 


ed at the request of both parties. Both |: 


these moves were without precedent. 

2. Brought down a bill empowering 
Trade Minister Howe to control prices 
and distribution of materials and ser- 
vices essential to Canada’s defence ef- 
fort—if such a move becomes neces- 
sary. ‘ 

3. Passed an $850,000,000 appropria- 
tion or defence. This act provides for 
increased armaments, more men in the 
forces, and equipment for the special 
|force being trained for Korea or what- 
ever the United Nations sees fit. It 
also will provide arms assistance tuo 
Canada’s north Atlantic partners. 

This recognized by statute, if only 
to a limited extent, Canada’s’ obligatio. 
; to provide a contribution to an inter- 
| national police force. 

4. Passed a bill authorizing controls 
if necessary on instalment buying and 
consumer credit. This was described 
as an anti-inflationary measure, 

5. Passed a “baby” budget described 
by the government as “anti-inflation- 
ary,” which imposed higher taxes en 
luxuries and semi-luxuries, inéluding 
liquor, beer, candy bars, soft drinks, 
sporting goods and most househcld 
electrical equipment. 

6. Authorized the placing of armed 
| forces on active service and their dis 
patch overseas.

Avoid Grain Storage 
Difficulties 


Don't be in too big a hurry to cut 
your crop, cautions. A. M. Wilson, Ai- 
berta’s Field Crops Commissioner, Con 
sider the problems that frozen, imma- 
ture grain may present in harvesting 
and storing. 

Farmers whose crops have been in- 
jured by frost should give them every 
opportunity to ripen anq dry before 
harvesting and threshing. Frozen gra n 
is slow to dry In the stook or swath. 
If the grain is not severely damaged it 
will fill .much better standing than in 
the swath or stook, Even severely fro- 
zen crops will benefit by being allowed 
to stand because they will dry more 
quickly. 

There is another good reagon for al- 
lowing all grain crops, whether frozen 
or not, to ripen thoroughly before cut- 
ting and to dry before combining or 
threshing. Crops cut green are often 
unsatisfactory for seeq or for maltint 
because of erratic germ!nation.

Stop Soil Losses 


Much of the loose summerfallow of 
1949 drifted badly with the = spring 
‘winds of 1950 or was carried away with 
the sprirg run-off. Don't cultivate 
your summerfallow this fall in such a 
Way as to leave it vulnerable to wind 
and water erosion, warns G. R. Ster- 
ling, Supervisor of Soil Conservation 
and Weed Control, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. 

The erosion hazard can be reduced 
considerably by proper cultivation 
methods during the summerfallow sea 
son, Cultivation at high speeds or with 


unsuitable machinery will pulverize the |. = 


soll so finely that even a slight wind 
will cause it to move. Un the other 
hand, implements that leave a trash 
cover and a lumpy surface will help to 


keep the soil in place. The last culti- | 


vation of the year should leave’ the 
Jand somewhat ridged. Land in this 
condition will hold the snow during he 
winter.

Sesamas May Give 
Profitable Crop 
In Cotton ited 


CLEMSON, 6.C. Sesame, Ali 

Baba’s key to the Cave of the Forty 
Thieves, may prove an equally profit- 
able password for cotton-weary south- 
ern farmers, 
' ‘This Arabian Nights vintage plant is 
one of, the world’s oldest oil seed crops. 
China now produces more than one- 
half of the annual 1,500,000-ton output. 
Most of the rest comes from India and 
Latin America, 

Farm specialists think sesame has 
tremendous possibilities as an oil and 
feeqg crop in the southern United States. 


Associate horticulturist J. A. Mar- 
tin of, the Clemson Agricultural and 
Mechanical College here has been con 
ducting extensive. breeding experi- 
ments with sesame since 1948, 

Principal goal of the breeding pro- 
gram was to winnow out free-shatter - 
ing varieties. Needed was a non-shat- 
tering variety that would remain in 
the pod until it could be separated un 
der controlled conditions. 

Shattering, anq a tendency to ripen 
unevenly, have kept sesame from be- 
coming commen 
country. It grown. here, how- 
ever, since as the 17th ce rtury 
brought te the South Carolina corstal 
plain by slaves from Africa. ‘ 

Martin obtained more than 300 lots 
of sesame from various foreign: coun- 


Cottonseed Products Association un- 
derwrote his trip to Central,and South 
America for further study. 

Clemson Experiments 

As a result of this trip, Martin later 
crossed South American non-shatter- 
ing sesame with the best local ghatter- 
ing types. 

Three generations of sesame plants 
were produced annually here. Results 
were encouraging. Martin now believes 
a non-shattering variety can be re- 
leased through Clemson within two or 
three years. 

Favorable characteristics of sesame 
include its short growing season (75 to 
150 days), production of up to 1,000 
pounds an acre, disease and pest res- 
istance, and adaptability to southern 
soils. 

The seed yields from 45 to 55 per 
cent of its weight in edible oil. This is 
used in the manufacture of ‘margarine, 
shortenings, insecticides and 
drugs.. Whole seeds are used on bread 


soap, 


and rolls, in confectionery products 
and as bird food. The cake makes an 
excellent protein feed for livestock. 


Sesame grows to a height of five or 


six feet, can be handled with equip- 
ment—planters, harvesters, and s0 
forth—that ‘most southern. farmers 


have now for other crops. It is planted 
locally in April, May and June. 

“Considering our progress thus far,”

We have learned, however, that at 
its 1950 Session, the Alberta Legisla- 
ture passed an Act known as “An Act 
to provide for Nursing Service in Mun 
icipalities of a Preventive and Bmer 
gent Treatment Nature.” This Act pro- 
vides that any Municipality may enter 
into an agreement with the Depart- 
ment of Health to secure the services 
of a public health nurse or nurses with 
60 per cent of the operating cost of 
such service being borne by the Prov- 
ince and 40 per cent by the Municipal- 
ity. According to the regulations sect 
forth by the Minister under this Act 
the duties of such a nurse shall be to: 

(1) Do all things possible within her 
ability ang knowledge to maintain the 
health of the residents in the area in 
which she has been appointed to give 


‘nursing service, 


(2) Carry out all usual preventive 
work of a public health nature, which 
shall include pre-natal and post-natal 
advice, well-baby and pre-school olin- 
visit-in when deemed 
necessary by her, 

A school health service to include 
routine inspections, and immunization 
service, the control of communicabie 
diseases, including case finding and 
health education. She shall take such 
steps as may be necessary to deal with 
unsanitary conditions, She shall under 
take when called to do so, care and 
first ajd treatments of an emergent 
nature, when no medical or other nur- 
sing service is available.” — 

It is:clear from the above that the 
services which can be rendered by such 
a nurse will be of great benefit to tne 
community. Health is the first concern 
of the people; and we believe, therefore 
that our Municipal Council should a- 
vail themselves of the assistance be- 
ing offered by the Province dnd secure 
such public nursing service for their 
ratepayers. As teachers we shall urge 
our request upon the council again in 
the near future. We would greatly ap 
preciate public support for our request. 
Mention the matter to your Councillor. 
Advocate resolutions by local organiza- 
tions of which you are a ‘member to 
Council. We hope that such action and 
support will! lead to Wefirfite resujts in 
the near future,

Operation Cattle Lift 

Large-scale transportation by air of 
livestock from Canada and the United 
States to Latin American countries on 
a 24-hour run that carries animals dir- 
ectly from farm to hacienda has open- 
ed the door to exciting possibilities for 
South American agriculture and for 
North American breeders, according to 
The October Reader's Digest. The ar- 
ticle “Operation Cattle Lift’ by Frank 
J. Taylor is condensed from Skyways. 


The successful transportation of 
$450,000 worth of animals to Columbia 
by air-freight as part of that Govern- 
ment’s livestock betterment program. 
is being watched with great interest 
by North and South Americans alike. 

The operation calls for 35 flights to 
handle 3,000 animals and 4,000 chick- 
ens and turkeys during 1950. The C-54s 
carry 17,000 pounds each trip, and to 
date only one animal has been lost. 
Farmers deliver livestock and follow at 
embarkation airports for early morning 
loading, enabling the plane to reach 
Miami before, dark. Flights out of 
Miami are at night, timed to arrive by 
early morning in Columbia to avoid 
afternoon thunderheads. 

From East and Midwest United Sta- 
tes, the operation provides 24-hour 
delivery, from the Pacific Coast, 36-

WhatMakeA . 
Nutritious Forage? 


The nutritive value of forage is de 
termined by the presence of substan- 
ces that are necessary for the health, 
growth and productiveness of animals. 


‘Nutritional experiments, or feeding 


trials, have indicateq what are the do 


sirable amounts of many of these sub- 
stances. A chemical analysis will de- 
termine the amounts present in a par- 
ticular forage and should indicate how 
forage meets animal requirements. 
While chemical analysis and feeding 
trials do not always agree in measuring 
nutritive value the chemical method 
is much more rapid and inexpensive. 


The chemical composition of forage 
crops depends on the conditions under 
which they grow. Natural factors that 
have a bearing on the chemical com- 
position and correspondingly on the 
nutritive value are the kind cf plant 
whether true grass, legume, or other 
species; climatic conditions; soil fer 
tility; the weather preceeding and dur- 
ing harvest; the age of the plant at 
harvest time; and the season of year. 


In’ the spring grass is relatively high 
in moisture and protein and relatively 
low in fibre. As the season advances, 
visible changes take place, heading, 
flowering, and at the same time chemi- 
cal changes occur, such as great ca-*- 
bohydrate storage and  lignification 
When, however, the tops of the plants 
are cut off by the grazing animal, 
these natural developments ‘are intcr- 
rupted. The plants are stimulated to 
produce new foliage from shoots near 
the ground. At first this new foliage, 
like young grass, is high in protein and 
low in fibre, but in time it becomes 
more and more like older grass. Con- 
sequently moderate grazing tends to 
stimulate forage growth and maintain 
a, higher protejn level than would otn- 
erwise prevail.
